Hey, Mr. Farmer; Hay 
Accident Can Be Avoided 
With a Little Care 


Keep youngsters off the load of 
hay, or make them stay seated! Do 
not move around 
while driving a 
load of hay! Have a rope, pole or 
upright to hang onto within easy 
reach 
These are the things C. M. 
Seagraves safety director for the 
Illinois Agricultural Association, is 
advising as having accidents are 
pulling up near the leader, trac­ 
tors, in the farm situation. 
“Haying accidents are occurring, 
the most part, through falls, eith­ 
er off the load or out of the hay­ 
loft,” Seagraves reports. “ Becom­ 
ing entangled in the ropes and tac­ 
kle used to lift the hay from the 
track to the barn is probably the 
second principal cause.” 
All pulleys and tackle should be 
securely anchored. The rope should 
not be frayed, and the hay fork 
should be lowered carefully. 
To 
keep from having barn tires the hay 
should be checked to make sure it 
is properly cured, 
Seagraves ad­ 
vises. 
“It seems indicated that by next 
week haying accidents will be the 
principal cause for farm hisphaps” 
he warns.

“I believe it has been established 
beyond any reasonable question 
that singly or individually, farm ­ 
ers are unable to control or regu­ 
late their output to conform with 
demand,” Earl C. Smith, president 
of the Illinois Agricultural Associ­ 
ation, told the American Institute 
of Cooperation meeting at Urbana. 
“I believe the general farm or­ 
ganization provides the best oppor­ 
tunity for genuine, effective repre­ 
sentation of this community inter­ 
est of American agriculture.
